CHAPTERS FROM THE LIFE OF PREST. BRIGHAM YOUNG. 


SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF BRIGHAM YOUNG, UP TO THE MARTYRDOM OF JOSEPH 


SMITH. FOUNDING OF THE BRITISH MISSION. BRIGHAM YOUNG IN ENGLAND. 
MARTYRDOM OF THE MORRON PROPHET. 


(By Edward W. Tullidge.) 


While the Saints are resting at 
winter quarters, we will give to the 
reader a sketch of the life of President 
Young oh the martyrdom of Joseph 
Smith. That life is too crowded with 
great events thereafter to enable us to 
touch more thas the connecting inci- 
dents of his earlier career. 

Brigham Young was born in Whit- 
ingham, Windham County, Vermont, 
June 1, 1801. 

His nts were devoted to the 
Methodist religion, to which, in his 
maturity, he also inclined. 

He was married October 8, 1824, in 
Aurelius, Cayuga County, New York, 
where for twelve yeurs he followed the 
occupations of carpenter, joiner, painter 
and glazier. In the Spring of 1829, 
he removed to Mendon, Monroe 
County, where his father resided, and 


‘here the next Spring he first saw the 


Book of Mormon, which was left with 
his brother Phineas Young, by Samuel 
H. Smith, brother of the Prophet. 

In January, 1832, in company with 


Phineas Young and Heber C. Kimball, 
he visited a Brauch of the Church at 
Coluwbia, Pennsylvania, and returned 
deeply impressed with the principles 
vf Mormonism. In this state of mind 
he went to Canada for bis brother 
Joseph, who was there on a mission, 
preaching the Methodist faith. This 
prompt action, after he had resolved 
on hu own course, is quite typical of 
the man. . 

Joseph Young received and re- 
joiced in the testimony,” and returned 
home with his brother; and both im- 
— iately united themselves with the 

ints. 


Brigham was baptized —— 14, 
1832, by Elder Eleazur Miller, who 
contirmed him at the water's edge, and 
ordained him tu the office of an Elder 
that same night. 

About three weeks afterwards his 
wife was also baptized, but in the 


following autumn she died, leaving 
him two little children (gir). After 
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her death he made his home at Heber 
C. Kimball’s. 

In the same month with bis brother 
Joseph and Heber C. Kimball, he 
started for Kirtland, to see the Pro 
phet. Arriving at Kirtland, they 
found him, with several of his brothers, 
in the woods, chopping and hauling 
wood. Here my joy was full,” says 
Brigham, ‘‘at the privilege of shaking 
the band of the Prophet of God, and 
receiving the sure testimony by the 
spirit of prophesy that he was all that 
any man could believe him to be, as a 
true Prophet. He was bappy to see 
us, and bid us welcome. In the even- 
ing afew of the brethren came in, and 
we conversed together upon the things 
of the kingdom. He called upon me 
to pray. In my prayer I spoke in 
.tongues. As soon as we arose from 
our knees, the brethren flocked around 
him, and asked his opinion concerning 
the gift of tongues that was upon me. 
He told them it was the pure Adamic 
language. Some said to him they 
expected he would condemn the gift, 
but he said ‘no, it is of God: and the 
time will come when brother Brigham 
Young will preside over this Church.’ 
The latter part of this conversation 
was in my absence.” 

After staying about a week in Kirt- 
land they returned home, and then, 
with his brother Joseph, he started on 
a mission to Upper Canada, on foot, in 
February, 1833, before the ice broke 


up. 

por a little while be made his home 
at Heber C. Kimball’s, preaching in 
the neighborhood, but on the first of 
April he started on foot for Canada 
again, where he raised up branches of 
the Church. He then gathered up” 
several families, and started with them 
to Kirtland about the first of July, 
where he tarried awhile enjoying 
the society of the Prophet, and 
then returned to Mendon. 

Taking his two children, in the 
month of September, he gathered“ 
to Kirtland with Heber C. Kimball. 
Here he commenced working at his 
former trade. 

When the Elders ‘“‘ went up to re- 
deem Zion,” in Jackson Oounty, a 
missionary —— famous in Mor- 
mon history, the 8 was particu- 
larly anxious that Brigham should 
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go with him. Meeting the Prophet 


one day, in company with Joseph 
Young, Brigham told him that his 
brother was doubtful as to his duty 
about going, to which the Prophet 
replied, ‘‘ brother Brigham and bro- 
ther Joseph, if yon will go with me in 
the camp to Missonri, and keep my 
counsel, I promise you, in the name 
of the Almighty, that I will lead you 
there and back again, and not a hair 
of your heads shall be harmed ;” at 
which each presented his hand to the 
Prophet and the covenant was con- 
firmed. 

The organization of ‘‘ Zion’s Camp” 
being completed, they started fer Mis- 
souri, where they arrived at Rush 
Creek, Clary County, on the 23rd of 
June, when the camp was struck with 
the plague. Here they remained one 
week, attending to the sick and bury- 
ing their dead. About seventy of the 
brethren were attacked with the cho- 
lera, of whom eighteen died. 

The Prophet assembled the Camp 
of Zion,” and told the brethren that 
ik they would humble themselves 
before the Lord, and covenant that 
they would, from that time forth, obey 
his counsel, the plague should be 
stayed from that very hour ;’ where- 
upon the brethren, with uplifted hands, 
covenanted, ‘‘and the plague was 
stayed according to the words of the 
Lord through his servant.” 

The journey to Missouri and back 
was performed in a little over three 
months, being a distance of about 
2,000 miles, averaging forty miles per 
day, on foot, while traveling. On the 
return the brethren were scattered. 
Brigham and his brother Joseph ar- 
rived home safe, July 4, fulfilling the 
covenant made withthem. He tarried 
in Kirtland during that Fall and Win- 
ter, quarrying rock, working on the 
Temple, and finishing the printing- 
Office and schoolroom. 

On the 14th of February, 1835, the 
Prophet called a Council of Elders, 
at which the quorum of the Twelve 
Apostles were selected in the following 
ars E. Joh Brigham Y 

yman E. Johnson, Brigham You 
Heber C. Kimball, Greou Hyde Luke 
Johnson, David W. Patten, William 
E. M'Lellin, John F. Boyington, 
William Smith, Orson Pratt, Thomas 
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B. Marsh and Parley P. Pratt. 

In May, Brigham Young was called 
to go and preach to the Indians. 
„This,“ said the Prophet, will open 
the doors to all the seed of Joseph.” 
He started on his mission in company 
with the Twelve, returning to Kirt- 
land in September, where he spent the 
Fall and Winter preaching, attending 
a Hebrew school and superintending 
the painting and finishing of the Tem- 


0. 
11 March, 1836, the Temple, being 
nearly finished, was dedicated. ‘* lt 
was a day of God’s power,” says the 
record; the glory of the Lord filled 
the house.” It is known in the Church 
as the Latter-day Pentacost, on which 
the Elders were specially ‘‘ endowed 
with power from on high.” The Twelve 
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held the ‘‘solemn assembly,” and 
received their washings and annoint- 
ings.” The washing of feet” was 
administered to Brigham by Joseph 
himself. 

Soon after this, in company with his 
brother Joseph Young, he started on 
a mission to the Eastern States, travel- 
ing through New York, Vermont and 
Massachusetts. In the Fall and Win- 
ter of 1836, he was at bome again with 
the Prophet, sustaining him through 
the darkest hour which the Church has 
yet seen. 

It was at this time that a spirit of 
apostacy” manifested itself among the 
Twelve, and ran through all the quo- 
rums of the Church. It prevailed so 
extensively that it was difficult for 
many to see clearly the path to pursue,

THE KINGDOM OF GOD.—GATHERING.

The subject of the Gathering of 
Israel in the last days, is of the moet 
thrilling interest to every faithful 
Latter-day Saint; it is one also upon 
which ancient Saints delighted to 
dwell ; the future glory of Zioa was a 
theme which called forth strains of 
inspiration from Isaiah; Jeremiah 
ceased for a time his mournings and 
lamentations over Israel’s sins, and 
broke forth into exclamations of joy 
and gladness ; Ezekiel, Daniel, Hosea, 
and their successors, had each a view 
of it, given to comfort and console 
them after a lengthy vision of desola- 
tion, and dire calamities that were to 
come upon Israel because of transgres 
sion ; its influence on their minds was, 
no doubt, like a beautiful resting place 
to the weary traveler in the midst of a 
desert. It has ever been the purpose 
of the Lord to classify his people, 
and separate them from the wicked, 
also to bring them into such sitna- 
tion as would be favorable for their 
instruction in principles cf righteous 
ness, that they might be governed by 
laws of his making, which could not 
be done were they to remain in a 
scattered condition, for as the hea- 


vens are above the earth, so are the 
ways of the Lord above the ways of 
man, as light is opposed to darkne 
so are his laws opposed to the king- 
doms of the earth, for mankind are 
often more prone to follow evil than 
to follow good. We have abundant 
evidence of this in the conduct of the 
children of Irael, hence God sought to 
separate them from every other na- 
tion, lest they should partake of their 
sins, and consequently receive of their 
plagues. Who is there that cannot 
see the necessity of such a separation! 
What affinity has light with darkness, 
or the sons of God with those of 
Balial? None. Therefore they should 
be separated, (and for the best of all 
reasons) they cannot live together. 
God, at sundry times, has endea- 
vored to establish his kingdom upon 
the earth, but in every case, in the 
exercise of man’s agency, and by the 
influence of the powers of evil, it has 
been thrown down and destroyed ; 
but he has declared by the mouth of 
the Prophet, that he would ‘‘set up a 
kingdom upen the earth in the last 
days which should not be thrown 
down, neither given to any other peo. 
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ple,” than his Saints. (Dan. ii, 44.) 


And in the days of these kings shall 
the God of heaver set up a kingdom 
which shall never be destroyed, and 
the kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieces 
nud consume all these kingdoms, and 
it shall stand forever.” 

Five things are essentially necessary 
for the formation of a kingdom, as 
follows—Ist. Space, without which no 
kingdom can exist; 2nd, a king; 
3rd, subjects; 4th, laws; 5ch, officers 
duly authorized to administer those 
laws. We find by reading the next 
verse, that the kingdom spoken of was 
to take its rise in a mountainous 
country—‘‘ Forasmuch as thou sawest 
that the stone was cut out of the 
mountain without hands, and that it 
brake in pieces the iron, the brass, the 
silver and the gold, the great God of 
heaven has made known unto the 
king what shall come to pass bere- 
after, and the dream is certain, and 
the interpretation thereof sure.” (Dan. 
ii, 45) Inasmuch as space is essential 
to the existence of this kingdom, and 
the quotation proves that the centre 
of this space, or at least that portion 
from whence the kingdom takes its 
rise, is mountainous, it only remains 
to show in what part of the earth’s 
surface this space is situated. Todo 
so, it will be necessary to take into 
consideration the location of the vari- 
ous kingdoms forming the great image 
spoken of by Daniel. Ist. The Baby- 
lonian Empire, representing the head 
of gold; 2nd, the Medo-Persian Em- 
pire ; 3rd, the Grecian ; and 4th, re- 

resenting the legs of iron, was the 

man Empire; the feet and toes, 
rt of iron and of clay, represent the 
ingdoms of modern Europe, into 
which this last great empire is or was 
to be divided. ence it appears the 
image lies extended from east to west, 


the head of gold, and the breast and 


arms of silver in Asia; the belly and 
thighs of brass extending to the borders 
of Asia, and Europe ; the legs of iron, 
and feet and toes extending to the 
western portion of Europe, and the 
eastern boundaries of America. Now 


the stone or kingdom spoken of by 
Daniel is to smite the image on the 
feet, to do which, of necessity it must 
come in contact with them from an 
opposite direction, or from the west. 
Where will it come from—the midst 
of the Atlantic Ocean? No; for as 
before shown, it is to take its rise 
among mountains, consequently we 
must cross to the continent of America 
in search of it. Now that the portion 
of the earth in which the kingdom is 
to take its rise has been traced to the 
American continent, it remains to be 
proved in what part of that land it is 
situated. Inasmuch as God is the 
king or head of the government to be 
established in the last days, it will 
only be necessary to prove in what 
portion of the American continent he 
will reign, to find where the seat of 
his kingdom will be. Micah iv, 7, 
says, And I will make her that halted 
aremnant, and her that was cast far 
off a strong nation; and the Lord 
shall reign over them in mount Zion 
from henceforth, even forever.” From 
the above we learn that the name of 
the capital of his kingdom is to be 
called Zion. Now let us seek for the 
location of Zion. Beautiful for 
situation, the joy of the whole earth, 
is mount Zion, on the sides of the 
north, the city of the great King.” 
(Psalm Aly, 2.) I will not give 
sleep to mine eyes, or slumber to 
mine eyelids, until I find out a place 
for the Lord, an habitation for the 
mighty God of Jacob. Lo, we heard 
of it at Epbratah : we found it in the 
fields of the wood.” (Psalm cxxxi, 4— 
6.) By comparing these passages with 
those before quoted, we find that Zion 
is located ‘‘ in the fields of the wood,” 
or prairies of the wilderness, in the 
western part of America, so we indeed, 
with —— consider the Gentile 
nations of the new world as forming a 
part of the feet and toes of the image, 
from the fact that they are the des- 
cendants of those inhabiting the king- 
doms of modern Europe, and have 

the characteristics pointed out by the 
Prophet Daniel. (Dan. ii, 41, 44.

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DECADENCE OF SANDWICH ISLANDERS.

We learn that lately King Kalakua, 
of the Hawaiian Islands, paid a visit 
to the settlement, in his dominions, of 
the Latter-day Saints, attended one 
of their meetings and addressed the 
people at considerable length, ex 
pressing his unqualified gratification 
at the manner in which they con- 
ducted affairs on the plantation. He 
was especially pleased with the care 
taken for the preservation of health 
and life. The King is greatly exer- 
cised over the rapid decadence of his 
people generally, and is endeavoring 
to establish methods for arresting its 
progress. In November last, at a 
mevting held in Honolulu, for forming 
a Female Benevolent Society, for the 
purpose of aiding the sick and desti- 
tute and looking after the welfare of 
orphan children, His Majesty spoke 
as follows— 

„Mx Frrenps: I have invited 
you here on this anniversary of the 
recognition of our national indepen- 
dence, to say a few words on this 
subject of our independence, to en- 
quire into the causes of the decrease 
of the people, and to consider the 
means of arresting that decrease. On 
the 28th of November, 1843, now over 
thirty years ago, the governments of 
Great Britain and France formally 
recognized our independence, whereby 
we were admitted into the family of 
nations of the earth. We came in as 
a child—a ward of the great nations. 
To their liberality and generosity we 
owe our independence and the bless- 
ings flowing therefrom, which we may 
to-day congratulate ourseives on pos- 
sessing. 

On previous anniversaries of this 
day, we have been accustomed to de- 
vote the time to rejoicings, but now 
let us for a moment seriously consider 


the state of our nation. 

In the year 1843, the nation 
numbered not far from 100,000 souls. 
How many do we number to-day? 
When the census shall be taken in 
1878, it will probably be found, af- 
ter the lapse of thirty-five years, 
that we are less than 60,000, showing 
that during these few years there have 
been 40,000 more deaths than births. 
That is at the rate of over 1,000 a year 
decrease. These figures do not lie. 
They show very plainly that we as a 
nation are on the path to extinction, 
and that at the present rate of decrease 
but sixty more years will be required 
to see the end. Where then will be 
our race, and what becomes of the 
Independence Day of which we are 
now so prond ?” 

He continued at some length, ex- 
horting his people to take steps to 
arrest the dwindling of their race, 
in the course of his remarks alluding 
to the fact, without bitterness, how- 
ever, that the chief diseases that were 
depopulating the Islands had been 
imported there by the inhabitants of 
other portions of the globe. 

At the conclusion of the address, a 
Hawaiian Female Benevolent Society 
was organized, with the following offi- 
cers—President, the Princess Likelike 
Cleghorn ; Secretary, Miss E. Nihi; 
Treasurer, Miss Mary Parker. A 
future meeting was notified, at which 
a permanent organization and plan 
of operations will be perfected. |

PASSOVER CELEBRATIONS. 


Easter-tide is preceded by a still 
older celebration, the Feast of Pass. 
over. March 29th was the 15th of 
the month Nisan, and the first day of 


the Passover. March 28th was the 


night of the Paschal supper, and by 
many Jews the ceremony of eating that 
meal with prayer and blessing was 


| 
| 
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gone through again last night (29th). 
Coming thus on the eve of Good Fri- 
day, the service would precisely coin- 
cide, in its relation to the days of the 
week, with the Last Supper. The 
word Paschal” is an adaptation of 
the Hebrew word ‘‘ Pesach” (He 
spared”) used in Exodus, and still 
employed by the modern Jews, to de- 
note this festival and its characteristic 
sacrifice of the Paschal lamb. The 
Paschal lamb is so integral a part of 
the institution that, although sacrifices 
in the Jewish Church have long since 
been abolished, the roasted shank 
bone of the shoulder of lamb is still 
placed upon every table where they 
celebrate the Passover, to commemo.- 
rate the slaying of the lamb which 
the children of Israel in Egypt ate 
roast with fire, with unleavened bread 
and with bitter herbs, and in haste, 
having sprinkled the blood with a 
bunch of hyssop upon the lintel and 
side posts of the door, so that the Lord 
might pass over or spare them when 
he smote the first-born of the Egypt- 
ians in the night before the journey 
to Succoth. The first-born children 
fast on the day before Passover in 
memory of their special preservation. 
Bitter herbs are still eaten, but the 
austerity of the ritual has been miti- 
gated by its being permitted to,disguise 
the flaver of the worst of these herbs 
in an agreeable mixture of cinnamon, 
almonds, apple, etc., which bas much 
perplexed some of the book-earned 
commentators, and is commonly sup- 
posed to represent the bricks aud 
mortar wherewith the souls of the 
Hebrew slaves in Egypt were vexed. 
The modern Passover evenings are 
times of family reunion, when the 


meanest Hebrew servant sits at table 


with his employers. The prayers and 
the recital of the history of the festival 
are followed by feasting and jollity. 


The children receive each a little piece 
of unleavened cake to save till next 
Passover, when their abstinence is 
rewarded by a small gratuity on the 
deposit being produced. A cup of 
wine is set apart for Elijah the Pro- 
phet. The evening concludes with 
joyous hymns and psalms, aud with 
the ejaculation, not always quite sin- 
cere, ‘* May we celebrate the Passover 
next year in Jerusalem!“ Unleavened 
bread is eaten during the week which 
follows, and the first day and the last 
are solemn festivals. An extra day is 
added by many to each of these. The 
Passover is not merely a national fes- 
tival to commemorate the exodus; it 
is also an agricultural feast marking 
the gathering of the first of the fruits 
of the earth. The daily offering of a 
sheaf, or Omer, began in Passover, 
aod continued for fifty days till Pente- 
cost was reached. It was a busy 
period for an agricultural community 
and the modern Jews, though ti 
recent times they have been in most 
countries forbidden to hold land and 
engage in rural pursuits, still preserve 
the memory of the great preoccupa- 
tions of the season by contracting no 
marriages during those fifty days of 
the Omer, except on one day (the 
33rd) interposed as a holiday. Pass- 
over is also a festival of the full moon. 
It comes in the middle of the month 
Nisan, when the orb of the moon has 
attained its largest, and not yet begun 
to wane, for the Hebrew months really 
coincide with the changes of the moon. 
The Easter full moon, Dean Stan- 
ley observes, ‘‘ which has so long 
regulated the calendars of the Chris- 
tian world, is, one may say, the lineal 
successor of the bright moonlight, 
which shed its rays over the palm- 
groves of Egypt on the 15th night of 
the month of Nisan.“ Li Daily 
Post.

IMPROVEMENT 


ASSOCIATIONS.

During the past few years there has 


arisen in Utah Territory a variety of 
associations, the object of which is 
mutual improvement. Owing to their 
large numbers and extensive member- 


ship they have become an important 
element, oxercising considerable influ- 
ence, and strangers cannot now make 
a just estimate of the intellectual 
status of our communities without

taking these societies into considera 
tion. That they are powerful cannot 
be denied, from the fact that they are 
composed not only of what is generally 
termed the medium class, but because 
some of the leading minds of both old 
and young are actively interested in 
their welfare and progress. In Salt 
Lake City there are some twenty-five 
of these associations, many of them 
varied in their forms, but all having 
in view as the object of their existence 
mutual progression, and all being in a 
thriving condition. 

One of the oldest existing associa 
tions of this nature is the Zeta Gamma 
debating society, inaugurated by Dr. 
Park of the Deseret University for the 
benefit of the students, which still 
continues in thriving condition. 
Next on the list is the Wasatch literary 
association—-a society ‘of a very dif- 
ferent nature from the former, though 
equally as beneficial. It is composed 
of some thirty young ladies and gen- 
tlemen—among which are many bright 
young minds—and its object is purely 
that of mutual improvement, and from 
the advancement made within the two 
or three years of its existence, it is 
evident that the object has ever been 
held clearly in view. Of a more recent 
birth, composed of a younger genera. 
tion, of a very similar nature, is the 
Azalea literary association. The ad. 
vancement of this society during the 
period since its birth has been re 
markably rapid, and from present 

rospects it has merely commenced 
its march of progress. Then, there is 
the Galaxy—an association composed 


of many of our leading minds among 


which are very prominent members of 
the legal profession aud the ministry. 
The object of this is also for improve- 
ment combined with pleasure. There 
have been others with a iike motive, 
but they have lived for a short time 


* 

e now come to the associations 
that bear the name of the young men’s 
mutual improvement associations, of 
which there are some twenty, and we 
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wiil venture to say there is scarcely a 
settlement in the Territory of what- 
ever population, but has one or more 
of these associations. Though of a 
different nature from the above socie- 
ties they have, nevertheless, in view 
the improvement of the minds of their 
members, and are unquestionably the 
sources of much good to both young 
and old. Recently a central organi- 
zation was effected in this city, it is 
composed of the presidents of the 
various Y. M. M. I. societies, who 
meet together to discuss what methods 
of procedure will result in the greatest 
amount of good to the societies. 

There is also an association of very 
recent birth, commonly called the 
Musical, and is composed of quite a 
number of musical amateurs who 
meet once a week, with the object of 
cultivating a proper taste in music, 
and also to improve their musical 
talents vocally and instrumentally. 
This society, like all the others, with 
the exception of the tirst-pamed (the 
Zeta Gamma) is open to both ladies 
and gentlemen, and the ladies take a 
very active part in all of these associa- 
tions. 

We will venture to say there is no 
other community in the United States 
that can boast balf so many societies 
in the cause of progress as Utah, and 
yet the insinuation is continually 
thrown out against the people that 
they are foes to education aud im- 
provement. We know of nothing 
that will so successfully refute these 
assertions as the fact of the existence 
and condition of the sociéties above 
mentioned; and though the young 
men’s improvement associations may 
he partially ecclesiastic in their nature 
they never hesitate to make use of all 
manner of information that may benefit 
the members, and are by uo means 
exclusively religions. There is a nut 
to crack in this which the maligners 
of the people „f Utah avoid with a 
consistency that is truly remarkable.—

Ir must be admitted that the “‘ revelation of the Gospel” was an important thing 
in the mind of the Almighty, no other delegate but his ‘‘ Firstborn” was con- 
sidered equal to its introduction, and that He might partake as little as possible 
of the conditions which demanded this Gospel, he was, and is ‘‘ The Only 
Begotten” according to the flesh; God sent his only begotten Son into the 
world, that we might live through him” (1 John iv, 9), and this sending and 
being sent, was not the expression of an unconsidered impulse, it was nota 
simple expedient, temporary in its nature, to he finally superseded by a 
better covenant,” it had occupied the attention of the councils of the eternities, 
it had for ages been the highest topic of prophetic inspiration, all the types 
and shadows pointed to the dispensation the Savior, and to his exalted and 
far reaching mission among men, he wan che Lamb slain from the foundation 
of the world.” (Rev. xiii, 8.) All this forethought,; consideration, and design, 
implies importance in the mind of the Father and the Son, and in those councils 
which aided in forming the conclusions, couched in the Gospel of God.” 

The absolute necessity of Faith and Repentance was there admitted, the 
absolute value of the Atonement made by Christ was fully understood, and the 
application of that atonement to mankind in general (1 Cor. xv, 21, 22), and 
to his believers and followers in particular (1 Peter i, 3; 1 Cor. iii, 21, 22, 23), 
was, no doubt, canvassed as to its methods, purposes, and results, God’s mercy 
aod man’s agency were in that plan both to have due honor—mercy, in that 
in his (Christ's) name repentance and remission of sins should be preached in 
all nations,” (Luke xxiv, 47)—agency, for ‘‘ Ye will not come unto me that ye 
may have life.” (John v, 40.) If the Gospel was considered in this manner, as 
to its fundamental ideas, it is inevitable that provision would also be made for 
detail—Baptism, the Laying on of hands, the Gift of the Holy Ghost, with its 
special duty and mission, the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper, and the general 
blessings which should follow believers, such as the gifts of Prophecy, Tongues, 
Interpretation, Healings, etc., were each in turn scrutinized and approved, 
this was God's method, the Gospel of God,” the affluence of his wisdom, the 
offspring of his intelligence, the well-considered adaptation of means to the end 
in view. 
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Having given this consideration so far, it may be indicated that the future 
of such a beginning would not be left to accident or chance; if supervision was 
needed in its origin, it was also needed during growth ; those who accepted and 
obeyed this Gospel were of the human family, men and women, and if such a 
thing had been overlooked, they would naturally cling together, the social 
instincts imply this, men seek in times of peace for organization, much more iu 
times of opposition and persecution ; the early converts to the ministry and 
Gospel found, that however much the Almighty and bis Son might have con- 
sidered the Gospel, and however beneficent its intentions, or advantageous as 
to its results, it was not popular among mankind, but few received it, but few 
loved it, and but few lived it—those who did so paid the penalty, If the 
master of the house was called Beelzebub, how much more they of his house- 
hold.” (Matt. x, 25.) Hence, both the nature of the Gospel, and the nature of 
man, demanded organization, for common ends; common aim, needed common 
effort; unity of purpose, required unity of action; the essential genius of the 
work implied this, and the more their conceptions were enlarged, the more im- 
perative this became, so that the Church was a necessity, and must in the mini- 
strations of the Savior have had an early origin, as we infer from Acts ii, 47— 
‘The Lord added to his Church daily.“ As a consequence of this Church orga- 
nization, the Christians” always had a rallying point, this ensured cohesion 
aud consolidation, they were not left to minister in any self-elected place, or 
under conditions which were unfavorable, calculated to distract their attention, 
or weaken their faith in that order which they had received ; hence came unity, 
strength, power—the weak were made strong, the fearful were encouraged, if 
one rejoiced they all rejoiced, and if one suffered they suffered all together. 

This organization also secured uniformity of practice, of ordinance, and of 
institutions, nothing was left at loose ends, it was compact, general, and effici- 
ent; like the Gospel itself, the Church was given by revelation, it was not the 
Church of man, it was the Church of God.” (Acts xx, 28; Cor. x, 32—xv, 9; 
1 Tim. iii, 5. 

The Gospel is, and was, the Gospel of God, (Rom. i, 1; I Thess, ii, 2) as to 
its origin; but inasmuch as Jesus was its Revelator, its Author, its Apostle,” 
its illustration, it became the Gospel of Jesus Christ ; so also in respect to the 
Church, it is, and was, the Church of God, but inasmuch as it was organized, 
established, and given by Jesus, it became the Church of Jesus Christ. He 
loved the Church and gave himself for it” (Eph. v, 25); God “ gave him to be 
the head over all things to the Church” (Eph. i, 22), and because of this ‘‘ the 
gates of hell shall not prevail against it.“ (Matt. xvi, 18.) Men may reject 
that system called the Gospel, they may reject that organization called the 
Church, but this neither invalidates the one or destroys the other; they may 
prefer any or every form of Gospel, creed, or sect, before the Gospel of Christ, 
and they may prefer any other Church or organization, if they are so disposed, 
but the blessings of the Gospel and Church of God are inseparable from each 
other, and are distinct from all others. If men have become followers of their 
fellows to the rejection of Jesus, so they have become identified with other 
churches, to the neglect of the Church of God and Christ; they are in love 
with themselves, and with their own ways, they love not God, neither do they 
desire his ways; men bave dotted the land with churches, they have been 
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lavish with their wealth in erecting tower and spire, and all the beauties as 
well as the incongruities of architecture bear evidence of their zeal and sincerity, 
This has been done to cover social needs, to satisfy the religious sentiment, to 
give opportunity for worship; they have become the sacred places of the earth, 
the populations of Christendom have been christened, married, and buried 
within their sacred walls, many of the affections of life cluster around these 
monuments of their faith, and from their towers peal forth the melody of their 
chimes, over every habitation on each peaceful Sabbath day, yet with marvel- 
ous infidelity they have consecrated the labor of their hands to every name but 
that of God, or of his Son Jesus Christ; and more, when they have reared 
the lofty spire, they have often crowned it with the burnished emblem of 
Peter’s apostacy and fall, while every little chapel or meeting-house in city, 
town, or village, imprints upon its entablature the special dogmas inculcated 
within its walls. The whole system bears upon its front the spirit and power 
of sectarianism, party, and division. Christendom cannot touch the altitude 
of the Athenians, who, though ignorant, yet were determined to recognize some 
superior being and authority, and give him worship, erecting their altars ‘‘ To 
the Unknown God.” (Acts xvii, 23.) This all betrays an ignorance which, if 
acknowledged and repented of, might afford hope, yet thousands have thought, 
now think, that becanse they have done this under the inspiration of religious 
feeling and religious sanction, that.therefore it will have the full sanction of 
the Heavens, whereas it but prepares the way for the literal fulfillment of 
those words of Jesus—‘‘ Not every one that saith unto me, Lord, Lord, shall 
enter into the kingdom of heaven; but he that doeth the will of my Father which 
is in heaven. Many will say to me in that day, Lord, Lord, have we not pro- 
phesied in thy name? and in thy name have cast out devils? and in thy name 
done many wonderful works,” (built all these churches and chapels, sent the 
Bible to the heathen, had our Missionary and Tract Societies, given of our 
abundance for the extension of-our creeds,) ‘‘ And then will I profess unto 
them I never knew you; depart from me ye that work iniquity.” (Matt. vii, 
21, 22, 23.) „Being ignorant of God's righteousness, and going about to 
establish their own righteousness, they have not submitted themselves unto 
the righteousness of God.” (Rom. x, 3.) 

These churches and organizations have become as numerous as are men’s 
creeds, so we have the ‘‘Oatbolic Church,” the Church of England,” the 
Presbyterian Church,” the Church of Scotland,” the Free Church,” and 
the ‘‘New Church,” with a great variety who are called by the name of some 
special man, doctrine, or locality, but none professing to be the Church of 
God, none holding the fact that they were established by him, or have bis 
sanction and authority ; the number registered in England amounts te near 
one hundred and fifty, as varied in creed, doctrine, ordinance, and faith, as it 
is possible to become, all afraid to acknowledge any authority in another, lest 
they themselves should be supplanted, yet all expecting by some ‘‘ hocus pocus’s 
to receive and enjoy that salvation which the Scriptures only allow and award 
to those who believe and accept the anthority of Jesus and his Gospel. Now 
these man-made churches may have their uses, they may have been the medium 
of blessing to mauy, they may hold within their communion thousands of those 
who are in some sense anxious for the, right; faithful so far as possible to every

detail Sf discipline and ritual, which;such membership and alliance involves; 
but if they expect the special blessings and salvation which belong to a special 
order and system, they will inevitably be disappointed ; if the systems now 
extant could give the salvation God intends for man, no need of Him, of 
councils, of types, of prophecy, of revelation, of Jesus, or of His Gospel ; no 
need of Bibles, churches, or authority; if the world by wisdom could find out 
God, all these which are among ‘‘ God’s best gifts to man” are superfluous and 
unnecessary ; if man’s intelligence can circumscribe his needs, if he is able 
to deliver his own soul,” then the Great Author of life may retire and leave 
man to himself; yet, but few men feel this way, they realize their ignorance, 
they know not their origin, or the purpose of life, to say nothing of the future 
which reaches far beyond them ; feeling this, and taught this, they unite right 
and left to satisfy the aching void,” but_as it is only ‘‘the blind leading the 
blind,“ so shall they all fall into the ditch” together. 

It is evident to many that the contentions of Christendom in regard to creeds 
and churches, savors of uncertainty ; men are disposed to believe that ‘‘God is 
a God of order,” thousands are dissatisfied with present conditions, and afraid 
of present prospects, yet they cling to the old churches and traditions, because 
their fathers did so before them; other conclude that inasmuch as generations 
have been satisfied with the Holy Catholic Church,” with the Established 
Church,” that therefore they may as well be satisfied ; and here and there have 
arisen men who have fully seen all existing discrepancies between the ancient 
order and the orders of men, and now and then improvements have been 
attempted, changes, have been made, organization after organization has been 
effected, sect after sect created, and church after church established, but the 
very best are but an approximation to the original in its power and efficacy for 
the work which must needs be done; infinite wisdom has not been matched by 
human effort, so that it shall be with all these religious institutions of Babylon 
as it was with the glories of its great type, when the handwriting upon the 
wall of Belshazzar’s palace foretold his doom, the word TEEET“ has been 
written against the glories of apostate Christendom, her creeds and churches 
have been weighed in the balance, and feund wanting,” (Dan. », 27) un- 
owned, unrecognized, self-appointed, and man ordained, they shall “‘ perish in 
the using.” God hath not, nor will he give his glory to another, neither will 
he overlook the fast, that men have been so misled by her abominations, that 
even in the very depths of doubt they have lost sight of the prophecies, and 
faith in the restoration of the future. 

When the Prophet Joseph saw the contentions and strife of sectarianism and 
priestcraft, he besought the Lord diligently, that he might know which of all 
the churches round about were right. The Lord answered, They are alto- 
gether gone astray, there are none which are recognized in the heavens ;” he 
was commanded that he should“ join himself to none of them,” but wait 
patiently and the Lord would make him the instrument for the restoration of 
the ancient order; but the world (in the main) rejects this testimony, they do 
not wish to be identified with ‘‘The Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints, it is no more popular in its doctrines and organization, than was the 
one established in the meridian of Time, men “‘ cling to their idols,” the Lord 
shall let them alone,” they prefer their own churches,—in the exercise of 
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their agency they will be justified,—but they must pay the penalty, the drafts 
which are issued on eternity by man-made churches, will not be cashed in the 
Celestial Kingdom, that is God’s Kingdom, His Gospel alone, His Church alone, 
can give qualifications which will be acknowledged in ‘‘the great day of the 
Lord.” 

Yet faithful men and women in and of every church will receive of their 
reward, and inherit their rightful glory ; it will not be that of the sun, it may 
be that of the moon, or of the stars, —the Methodist“ will receive all that his 
faith commands, the Episcopalian” will receive all that he is prepared for, the 
„Catholic“ all to which he is entitled, each sect and party according to its 
inherent truth, and each person of each party according to their integrity and 
faithful life, shall have their reward; but the true, unflinching ,Latter-day 
Saint, who has received, lived, and honored the Gospel of God and Jesus 
Christ, who has been identified with that Church which God approved, esta- 
blished, and directed, shall in the order of God, and in fulfillment of his pro- 
mises, attain to everlasting lives, in the Celestial Kingdom of the Father, to go 
out no more for ever. Life and immortality are brought to light through 
the Gospel.” (2 Tim. i, 10.) „To God be glory in the Church by Jesus Christ 
throughout all ages, world without end. Amen.” (Eph. iii, 22.) H. W. N.

SCOTLAND. 


Glasgow, March 30, 1877. 
Prest. Albert Carrington. 

Dear Brother,—According to pro- 
mise I write to say that on Thursday, 
the 15th inst., I left Glasgow at nine 
o’clock, a.m., and at five p.m. found 
myself at the house of Mr George 
Robertson, 30 Don Street, Old Aber- 
deen, where I received a hearty wel- 
come from Mrs. Robertson, in the 


absence of her husband who had not 
yet returned from his employment, 
but who came in shortly afterwards ; 
our meeting was like that of old-time 
friends. 

On the following evening I admin- 
istered the ordinance of baptism to 
them and to Mr. Louis Stewart, in the 
waters of the North Sea, and on Sa- 
turday evening, the 17th, to Mr. 
Charles Menroe McArthur, at the same 
place. Organized a little Branch of 
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the Church, ordained brother Robert 
son to the office of an Elder, appointing 
him to preside, hold meetings, preach 
and teach the first principles of the 
Gospel, and administer in the ordi- 
nances thereof as circumstances may 
require. Heisa man of energy and 
ability, and will receive good support 
from the other two brethren, who are 
also young men of promise. 
Aberdeen, the Capital of the north 
of Scotland, is a very fine burgh, said 
to have no equal in the kingdom. 
Built as it is of beautiful gray granite, 
(pretty much the same as that used in 
the construction of the Temple at Salt 
Lake City), its churches, halls, public 
buildings and many of the private resi- 
dences present an appearance of solid 
grandeur which I have not witnessed 
in any other town or city throughout 
my travels. The Old town, abont a 
mile distant, has not wholly conformed 
to modern fashions, but still retains 
the impress of the long past in its little 
cvoped-up houses and narrow streets. 
Its cathedral, founded by Bishop 
Kinnimonth in the year 1357, and 
said to be seventy years in course of 
erection, suffered at the hands of the 
soldiers of Cromwell, and only the 
nave now remains, which is used as a 
arish church. Its college, founded 
™ Bishop Elphinstone in the latter 
part of the fifteenth century, is ren- 
dered conspicuous at a distance by a 
fine square tower fashioned at the top 
into a beautiful imperial crown sur- 
mounted by a cross. The old bridge 
over the river Don, or ‘‘the Brig 
o’Balgownie,” in close proximity, pos- 
sesses considerable interest to anti- 
uarians. Itis alofty, narrow, gaunt, 
othic arch, about twelve feet in 
width and seventy-two in length, built 
in the year 1320, by Henry Cheyne, 
Bishop of Aberdeen, at the request or 
by order of King Robert the Bruce. 
There is an ancient weird prediction 
with the old bridge, which runs as fol- 
lows :—‘‘ Brig of Balgownie black’s 
your wa.’ We a wife’s ae son and a 
mare’s ae foal, Doon ye shall fa; !“ 
and it is said that none have yet been 
found courageous enough to brave the 
wizard spell. 
I remained in Aberdeen and vicinity 
until Wednesday, the 21st, partaking 
of the hospitality of brother and sister 
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Robertson, held several meetings, and 
formed a few pleasant acquaintanc 
conversing freely with all, to whom 


had had an introduction, on the doo- 


trines and policy of the Church of the 
Saints, the beauty and benefits of the 
true Gospel ‘‘ restored,” the blessings 
pertaining to and associated with a 
correct obedience to the requirements 
of Heaven, not neglecting to point out 
a few of the evil results of disobe- 
dience, the calamities which the Pro- 
phets have declared would surely fol- 
low and fall upon the nation’s and 
peoples who would disregard the mes- 
sage of mercy and warning sent unto 
them by the Father in these latter 
times. 

The parents, sisters and brother of 
Elder Robertson, although I was an 
entire stranger to them, were exceed- 
ingly kind ; they are good people, and 
I trust the day is not far distant when 
they, with many others in Aberdeen, 
will be enabled to realize that it is 
good to be a Saint, a Saint in very 
deed,” and will go forth to the waters 
of baptism, ‘‘fearless of the world’s 
despising.” 

In returning southward I called at 
Arbroath, and found the few Saints 
who reside there kind and warm- 
hearted as usual; made a short visit 
to father Finlay and family, ‘‘ East 
nuek of Fife,” whose house is always 
open to the Elders, and where sister 
Finlay spares no pains to make them 
comfortable. A few days with the 
Saints af Dundee, whose hospitality 
and liberality are proverbial, found a 
spirit of improvement among them 
which gave me much joy. From that 
point I returned to this place, feeling 
well and rejvicing in the Lord who has 
accounted us worthy to be called His 
servants to declare His name and to 
publish His Gospel to the inhabitants 
of the earth. 

Brother James McFarland is in good 
spirits, but is suffering from a severe 
cold ; however, he is getting over it, 
and with a little care we trust to soon 
see him all right again. He madea 
special visit the latter t of last 
month to Mr. Kerr, of — and 
reports him to be a respectable. intel- 
ligent and candid man. He is foreman 
of a tailoring establishment where our 


‘doctrines have been freely discussed 
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by the workmen. Brother Mc. was 
enabled to correct their judgments 
upon several points of doctrine and 
to impart unto them much instruction, 
to which they will do well to take heed. 
He endeavored to obtain a place for 
preaching, but the neighborhood being 
rather aristocratic (‘‘ land of Scott”), 
a hall could not be obtained without 
paying a much larger sum than he 
deemed expedient. We sent them a 
number of pamphlets, and expect to 
call back again at a more favorable 
season. Brother D. S. Macfarlane is 
enjoying good health ; he has devoted 
a large share of his time since his ar- 
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friends, and has been very successful 
in finding a goodly number ; the result 


of his teachings and testimony to them 


doth not now appear, but must be left 
for time to unfold. 

The present month has been more 
than ordinarily fruitful with us, having 
added to the Church by baptism some 
sixteen souls. 

Kindest regards to all at 42,“ in 
which the brethren join, praying that 
God our Father may continue to bless 
you and amply fit you for all the duties 
of your High calling.

Home.—Hon. George Q. Cannon, Utah’s Delegate to Congress, has arrived 
home from Washington. He was met at Ogden by a party of friends and rela- 
tives, by whom he was escorted to this city. The many friends of the honorable 
gentleman will be pleased to learn that he is in excellent health. 


Nor Yet.—The body of the late Mr. Thomas Heath has not been recovered 
from the Jordan, althongh the efforts to find it have been kept up daily since 
he was drowned. Unless it has caught somewhere in the bed of the river it is 
considered probable the body will rise to the surface on the ninth day from the 
time of submersion. 


Resrpence.—Mr. Lewis S. Hills is about to have erected in the Fourteenth 
Ward, a substantial residence, of goodly proportions. We understand the 
contract for building it has been awarded to Messrs. Morris and Evans. It is 
about time for the building season to commence.

Providing the effort to obtain 
the necessary pieces prove successful, Prof. Thomas has kindly consented to 
give the necessary instruction free of charge.

On account of business operations being some- 
what curtailea for want of more extended capital, the shareholders have sold 
out to Mr. William H. Rowe, a gentleman of experience and ability in the boot 
and shoe line, who will retain the old corps of workmen whose reputation for 
turning out a good quality of goods has been established. The change has not 
occurred from any faiiure in business of the old co-operative firm, they paying 
up every dollar for which the concern was liable. It wasdeemed, however, that 
it would be an advantage to make the change that has just occurred, with 
additional machinery and experience thrown into the business there is a good 
prospect for those expectations being realized.
